Killed by Live Wire. 


John N. Snyder, a lineman for the 
Shelbina Telephone Co., was almost in­ 
stantly killed in this city last Friday after­ 
noon about 1 o’clock by coming in con­ 
tact with a live wire while helping mana­ 
ger Durham adjust a telephone guy wire 
from one pole to that of another. At the 
time of the accident Mr. Snyder was at 
the topmost of an electric light pole and 
the supposition is he came in contact with 
a street wire, which was charged by being 
crossed with a wire which furnishes pow­ 
er for the resident district, as it was prov­ 
en later no current was on the street wire. 
When Mr. Snyder came in contact with 
the street wire and the guy wire at the 
same time, thus completing the circuit, 
he received the full force of the charge, 
which is hard to estimate, but is placed at 
anywhere up to 3200 volts. The accident 
was noted by Manager Durham and as 
soon as possible a ladder was secured, the 
wires cut and the body brought to the 
ground. Physicians were hastily sum­ 
moned but were of no assistance as he 
i 


gasped for the last time .just as his body 
reached the earth. 


The body was removed to the Peters 
undertaking parlors where Coroner Chap­ 
man held an inquest, the verdict of the 
jury being that as above stated. 
Later in 
the afternoon the remains were taken to 
the home of the parent, Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Snyder in North-west Shfelbina. 
The news of the death was a great shock 
to the father and mother, who were sick 
at the time, the brother and sister, friends 
and in fact the whole community. The 
father and mother were unable to attend 
the funeral services, which madeitall the 
harder for them. 
He had been in the 
employ of the telephone company for foui 
or five years and was a* favorite among 
them. Deceased leaves a father, mother, 
one brother and four sisters, one a twin 
sister, funeral services were held at the 
Methddist church Sunday morning, and 
was attended by one of the largest crowds 
ever assembled in this city to a like ser­ 
vice.

Philadelphia Has a Disastrous 


Blaze. 


.OSS PLACED AT $1,250,000 


Fed by Exploding Tanks of Gasoline 


and Benzine, Flames Gave Firemen 
a Hard Fight. 


Fanned by a strong wiml, fire in the 
plant of the Union Petroleum com 
pany, at Water and Mifllin streets, in 
Philadelphia, completely destroyed a 
city block. 


The fire caused damage estimated at 
$1,250,000, and for a time threatened 
to completely wipe out more of that 
section of die city. The firemen only 
gained control of the conflagration af 
ter a third of the city’s fire fighting 
forces 
had 
made a stubborn fight 
against burning grease and oils. The 
fire was discovered by Charles Ward, 
a chauffeur. 


Besides the plant of the Union Pe­ 
troleum company, the Niles-Bemeut* 
Pond company’s 
crane 
works, the 
Iiohmer Brass works and O’Donnell’s 
barrel works were completely destroy 
ed. Explosion after explosion rent the 
air as tanks filled with oil caught fire. 
All the tanks except twelve in the 
yards of the Union Petroleum company 
were destroyed. 


One fireman was so badly injured 
that he will probably die, and many 
suffered minor cuts and burns, caused 
by burning oil carried through the air 
by the high wind, 
Joseph Fahey, ol 
Engine company 32, was standing on 
a ladder on the Mifllin street side oi 
the fire when one of the tanks explod­ 
ed. Fahey was hurled to the ground, 
and it was necessary to take him to 
the Pennsylvania hospital, where it is 
said he might die. 


The fire started from a spark made 
by an emery wheel on which a mail 
in the Union 
Petroleum company’s 
plant was sharpening a knife. The fire 
spread with lightning-like rapidity and 
before the first engine arrived the en 
tire place was in flames. Four alarms 
brought 
eighteen fire companies ta 
the scene, together with Director of 
Public Safety Porter and Superintend 
ent of Police Robinson, who ordered 
250 policemen and all members o* the 
police school, 107 in number, to estab­ 
lish fire lines two blocks away. 


As soon as the firemen arrived the? 
realized 
that it was 
impossible to 
save the Union company’s plant and 
devoted their energies to keeping the 
fire from spreading. 


Fifty 
dwpllings on Water street, 
just across from the fire, wore men­ 
aced by the flames and the police 
drove out all who lived in the houses 
and roped off the square. 


The Union petroleum company had 
eighty tanks in its building, each con­ 
taining 500 barrels of oil, besides 500 
drums, each containing fifty gallons. 
All of this oil, with fourteen tanks \r, 
the yard, which held 80,000 gallons 
each, were burned after first explod 
ing. 


The heat was so intense at this 
point that the men frequently had tc 
bo drenched w*fh water from the fire 
hose to er 
to remain at theii 


task.

Coionel S. F. Cody, one of the be i 
knowji aviators in England, and a pa- 
senger, Lieutenant Evans, of the I: 
dian civil service, were killed whei I 
Cody’s monoplane turned turtle neai1 
Aldershot, Eng., and buried both mer 
under it when it crashed to earth. 


Cody’s two sons, Leon and Fran** 
were am on; th 
spectators who saw 
.he machliiD fall. 
Cody's neck was 
broken. The wuiche-o saw the wings? 
of the monoplane suddenly double up 
The mar! ine at once buckled and fell 
into a group of tVees, 


Cody’s munopla^e fell from a heigh! 
of 200 feet and wa3 so broken up that 
it was imposbible to tell what had 
caused the accident. 


‘'Colonel" S. F. Cody was born an 
American, but in 10U9 took out nat 
uralization papers as a British citizen 
in order that he might retain his con 
nection with the British war depart 
ment in the development of the aerial 
corps of the army, 


Cody was addressed as * "Colonel* 
by King George in a message of con 
gratulation upon his flights in 1912 
The 
king apparently confused him 
with 
“Buffalo 
Bill.” 
Subsequently 
Cody declared that as the king had 
addressed him as "Colonel*' he wo^ld 
retain the title,

The two wars in which the Balkan 
states have been embroiled have been 
extremely costly in human life and 
treasure. 
An 
Italian correspondent 
who has visited ail the chief cities of 
conflict has inaue an approximate ta­ 
ble of the losses in men and money 
up to tho present of the combatant 
nations. For the first war his estimate 
is as follows: 


Bulgaria—350,000 soldiers mobiliz­ 
ed; SO,000 dead; $300,000,000. 


Servia—250,000 
soldiers; 
30,000 
dead; $1G0,000,000. 


Greece—10,000 dead out of 150,000;* 
$70,000.000. 


Montenegro—S000 dead out of 30,- 
000; $4,000,000. 


Turkey—450,000; 
100,000 
dead;

An English statute, made by Henry 
IV. in the early part of the fifteenth 
century, fixed the legal hours of the 
country laborers from five o’clock in 
the morning until seven o’clock in the

Even Ferdi­ 
nand I. (1458-94), one of the most 
ferocious kings who ever sat on the 
throne pf the holy Roman empire, 
accepted this maxim and ruled that, 
in the imperial mines, the 
miners 
were to work only eight hours a day. 
The old law also explicitly stated that 
work after Saturday at noon was to 
be strictly prohibited and that “a pair 
of stocks be in every town” that 
employers who worked tbeir people 
overtime might be thrust into them. 
Because there was a Saturday half 
holiday, however, it must 
not 
be 
thought that this afternoon was given 
for recreation. 
Indeed not—it was 
bathing time for the greater part of 
the community. 


Most barbarians, judged by modern 
standards, were anything but cleanly 
in their personal habits. 
In England, 
France and Germany bathing was an

was even a distribution of bath money 
to the children whose parents were 
unable to pay for their baths. 


With the introduction of machinery 
and the rise of a capitalistic class, the 
old common laws of the lands regard; 
ing labor came to be neglected. 
The 
craft guilds were abolished by law 
and their property confiscated. 
Com­ 
bination of workmen in any form in 
England was prohibited until 1781, 
when it became legalized again. 
In 
England industrial conditions during 
the latter part of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury became deplorable.

little children worked from five Jn the 
morning until nine at night. In these 
working days of 12, 15 and 38 hours, 
the Saturday half holiday was forgot­ 
ten, only to be revived after many 
years had passed.

Here is the ideal summer dessert.

folding them in, adding so lightly that 
the whites will be streaked with yel-.

move the streaks, for it will spoil the 
texture of the cake.

Sprinkle the pieces with 
red pepper and salt, brush with melted 
butter and toss in fine bread crumbs. 
Place in a hot oven,

spoonfuls of butter, a dust of mace,

of flour.

gently for five minutes, then pour on 
to small pieces of toast.

GRUELS FOR THE INVALID. 


BOY’S BROKEN 
NECK H EA LS 


Youth Who Suffered Spinal Fracture 
In Chicago Recovers in West 
Virginia Hospital. 


Wheeling, W. Va.—Complete recov* 
ery from a broken neck is the rare ex- 
perience that has fallen to George H. 
Arbenz, twenty years old, son of John 
P. Arbenz, prominent Wheeling attor­ 
ney, who sustained a fracture of the 
fifth spinal vertebrae in an automobile 
accident in Chicago several weeks ago. 
He was rushed to a hospital, but the 
attending physician pronounced the 
case hopeless, Undeterred, his father, 
who had hurried to Chicago, ordered 
him removed 
to Wheeling, although 
physicians declared that he would not 
survive the trip. 


But young Arbenz lived through the 
trip. 
For weeks he lay in the North 
Wheeling hospital, his head, neck and 
back rigidly encased In a plaster cast.

Cracker Gruel,—Mix together four 
tablespoonfuls of fine sifted cracker 
crumbs, a teaspoonful of sugar and a 
teasponful of salt; cook with a cup of 
boiling water for two minutes, then 
add a cup of milk. 
Serve 
without 
straining. 
This gruel may be more 
palatable to some if the sugar is omit­ 
ted. 


Indian Meal Gruel.—Blend a table­ 
spoonful of Indian meal, a half table­ 
spoonful of flour, a fourth of a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
cold water and a cup and a half of 
boiling water. Boil on the back of the 
stove an houh and a half. 
Dilute with 
milk or cream. 
Strain and serve. 


Oatmeal Gruel,—Pound or grind a 
half cup of oatmeal, put into a tumbler 
and fill it with water. 
Stir and pour 
off the mealy water Into a saucepan. 
Fill the tumbler again, stir and pour 
off, and repeat as long as the water 
looks milky. Set the sauce pan on the 
back of the stove and let the mixture 
simmer for an hour, or cook in a 
double boiler two hours. 
Strain, sea­ 
son with salt and serve. 
Thin witk 
milk or cream, if too thick.

There are a few optimist«, like Rep­ 
resentative Mull of Tennessee, who see 
no reason why congress should not 
conclude Its labors by tho middle of 
October. 


Representative Henry of Texaa ex­ 
pressed tho opinion that congress prob­ 
ably would remain in session continu­ 
ously until late in the summer of next 
year. In the courso of the debate in 
the house of representatives Mann of 
Illinois, tho Republican leader, made 
the remark that this session woukl ooiv. 
tinue until December. 


Frophecles as to the duration of the 
session are based on the theory that 
congress will follow the recommenda­ 
tion of President Wilson and enact a 
banking and currency reform law. 


Democratic lenders are in a position 
to force the passage of such a measure 
In the house, but in the senate, where 
no eloturo rule obtains, there is not any 
way to cut off debate as long as aentv 
tors want to talk. 
Senators ha^e bro­ 
ken long talking records in the past 
currency debates, and fear is expressed 
that not even tho torrid atmosphere of 
tho dog day8 or tho humidity of the 
early fall months will drive them away 
from the job 
Many representatives and senator!

New York.—The imports of precious 
b toil os for the last fiscal year amount 
to $no,000,0(X), according to an authori­ 
tative estimate. 


The appraised value of diamonds 
and other precious stones which al­ 
ready have passed through the New 
York custom house totals $43,680,280, 
and these are record establishing fig­ 
ures for a similar period In any year* 


July imports totaled $5,547,110, and 
no other month since has reached 
these figures. 
In August the receipts 
dropped to $3,317,055 and in the,re­ 
maining mouths in 1012 were: Sep­

EW YORK.—Ex-convict and 
the 
head of one of the largest man­ 
ufacturing concerns In New York! 
That’s the record of a man who 
served almost a year and a half in the 
water-soaked cells of the stated chief 
prison. 
But here’s his 
trait 
that 
makes every man with a heart love 
him—“He’s the Soul-Saver of Sing 
Sing.” 


This manufacturing company is do­ 
ing a reputable business in lower New 
York city. 
Its president and propri­ 
etor is a former Inmate of the prison, 
and his office employes have served 
prison sentences for nearly every ta- 
riety of crime. 


The firm does about 
$1,000,000 
a 
year business and enjoys an enviable 
standing for integrity and reliability. 
The jailbird proprietor has an inti­ 
mate acquaintance with every notori­ 
ous criminal in Sing 
Sing 
prison, 
gained while he was doing time as a 
fellow prisoner. 
He always hires his 
employes direct from prison cells as 
they are about to be paroled. 


This is what a business rival said 
of him: 
“He is far more honest than 
most men who have never seen a 
jail. I never question his word. 
It Is 
as good as his bond, and I should be 
hatlsfied to transact any* business, no 
matter how large, with him on his 
verbal agreem ent i* 


This is what the employer says of 
his thirty ex-convict office employes: 


“I have employed several hundred 
at various times, and I have never 
had one go back on me. 
These con­ 
victs have proven 100 per cent, hon­ 
e s t” 


Found Guilty of Fraud. 


For obvious reasons the name of 
/his convict-manufacturer is withheld, 
though he makes no secret of his own 
life-story. 
Briefly, ten years ago he 
was accused of taking part in a con­ 
spiracy to defraud, 
was tried 
and 
found guilty. 
For a long time the 
case hung on the records, but finally 
he was sent to Sing Sing on a fifteen 
months' sentence, which he served. 


It was what he saw 
there 
that 
caused him to start his unique employ­ 
ment shop for ex-convicts. 
While liv­ 
ing with two other men in a cell, three 
feet six inches by seven feet, with the 
water reeking and dripping down the 
stone walls of the century-old hell­ 
hole, he developed some radical ideas 
on the present-day theory of prisons 
and prisoners. 


He had ample* opportunity to study 
the civilizatiou that openly tolerates 
the throwing o£ men, who have made 
a single slip, into one of those three- 
by-seven cells, with a pair of the low­ 
est, most hardened, degenerate crooks 
that can be found for companions. He 
formed opinions as to whether a year 
or two of life in these cells with the 
dregs of human degenex*acy for com­ 
pany was o? much practical value in 
reforming a young clerk of good fam­ 
ily who took a Bmall sum of money 
out of the till, or an unemployed boy 


who stole to get food for his sick 
mother or wlfo. 


Knows Convicts Intimately. 


He studied the men and their en­ 
vironment, and worked out the result 
of the combination. 
He got a good 
Idea of the advantago to youthful con­ 
victs of having cocaine and morphine 
smuggled In to them by keepers a lot 
more crooked than the prisoners they 
guarded. 
He formed some 
Impres- | 
slons of whether the prerogative of a 
prison is to reform or create crlmln- i 
als, and he got to know that even a 
man with $«>ail sentence at his back 
is a human ‘being. 


These things were wiiat made him 
determine to spend the rest of his bus- j 
iness days—when he got out himself- 
helping “the boys/’ as he calls them, 
get a start despite the prison which 
keeps many of 
them crooked. 
He 
found that a man out on parole need­ 
ed two things, principally- encourage­ 
ment, and a chance to make an hon­ 
est living. 
And he determined that 
so loug as It was in his power he 
would provide those dual requisites. 


These are some of the home made 
statistics he compiled during his so­ 
journ In a Sing Sing cell:

Says It Does Not Reform. 


“An investigation of Sing Sing’s 
1,600 convicts *will show any fair- 
minded man that the penal system of 
today does not reform criminals or 
benefit society/* said the president of 
that unique company. 
He is a tall, 
wide-shouldered, 
blackhaired, 
ear­ 
nest-faced man. 
One 
needs 
but 
to 
look at him and talk with him to dis­ 
cover there was a blunder somewhere. ^ 


“Yes; I have taken all my office 
force from Sing Sing and Elmira. 
I 
find 
them 
good, 
efficient, 
earnest 
workers. 
Do I have any fear of em­ 
ploying them direct from a cell? No; 
of course, n o t I know them, and they 
know me. We understand each other. 
Some of them were up there when I 
was. We got to know each other, and 
I could pick my men. 
I never have 
employed one that has 
not 
proved 
himself reliable. 


“I suppose I receive several hun­ 
dred applications for jobs from Sing 
Sing yearly. 
I investigate them all. 
If I haven’t a place I find other work 
for them. 
Not long ago I got a man 
out of his cell into a bank down town. 
He’s doing well and they know his 
story and trust him. 


Giving All a “Chance,” 


“You see, 1 took up this work after 
seeing what sort of a chance the boys 
at Sing Sing had. It was pretty plain 
they needed help when they got o u t 
Nobody wants to employ a convict, as 
a rule, and if you’re going to keep a 
man who has committed crime from 
going back to it when he gets out of 
jail, you must show him the world 
hasn’t lost all faith in him. If he sees 
It has, and can’t get a job, and hears 
his babies crying at home because 
they’re hungry, he’s 
going 
to feed 
them.* And if he can’t do it honestly, 
lie’ll do It the other way. 


“What they need is a chance—the 
feeling they aren’t blacklisted for life 
just becausfe they’ve fallen, and some 
one to encourage them. That’s what I 
try to give them! 


“I found how it was myself, first 
hand. 
Remember that! 
I had money 
and a big business when I came out, 
but I had that blacklist bugaboo 
to 
face and I needed some one to encour­ 
age me. 
If a man doesn’t get that its 
back to the old game, or—the river, 
generally. 


Best Way to Put Down Crime. 


‘ “If people only would realize these 
boys are not so bad as they're painted 
—I mean the first time men who’ve 
made a mistake. 
Just one little mis­ 
take’s enough, you know. 
It 
would 
make a lot of difference if somebody’d 
help them out when they first get pa­ 
roled. I know of no better way of cut­ 
ting down crime than helping 
the 
criminals to quit i t 


“You see, I’ve got faith 
in human 
beings. 
A man’s 
naturally 
honest. 
But let me give you an example of 
how the prison system helps them to 
be dishonest! 
In one of those three- 
by-seven cells, when I was up there, 
were two men. 
One was an old-time 
safe cracker doing a long ‘bit/ 
He

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one 
of article nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, relating to taxation. 
Section 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, That the following Is pro­ 
posed as an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia, In accordance with the provisions of 
tho eighteenth article thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section one of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylvania, 
which reads as follows: 


“All taxes shall bo uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri­ 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected un­ 
der general laws; but the General Assem­ 
bly may, by general laws, exempt from 
taxation public property used for public 
purposes, actual places of religious wor 
ship, places of burial not used or held for 
private or corporate profit, and Institu­ 
tions of purely public charity/* so as to 
read as follows: 


All taxes shall be uniform upon the same 
class of subjects, within the territorial 
limits of the authority levying the tax, 
and shall be levied and collected under 
general laws, and the subjects of taxa­ 
tion may be classllied for the purpose of 
laying graded or progressive ta.\es; but 
the General Assembly may, by general 
laws, exempt from taxation public prop­

Killed by Live Wire. 


John N. Snyder, a lineman for the 
Shelbina Telephone Co., was almost in- 
stantly killed in this city last Friday after- 
noon about 1 o'clock by coming in con- 
tact with a live wire while helping mana- 
ger Durham adjust a telephone guy wire 
from one pole to that of another. 
At the 
time of the accident Mr, Snyder was at 
the topmost of an electric light pole and 
the supposition is he came in contact with 
a street wire, which was charged by being 
crossed with a wire which furnishes pow- 
er for the resident district, as it was prov- 
en later no current was on the street wire. 
When Mr, Snyder came in contact with

The accident 
was noted by Manager Durham and as 
soon as possible a ladder was secured, the 
wires cut and the body brought to the 
ground. 
Physicians were hastily sum- 
moned but were of no assistance as he 
I 


gasped for the last time Just as his body 
reached the earth. 


The body was removed to the Peters 
undertaking parlors where Coroner Chap- 
man held an inquest, the verdict of the 
jury being that as above stated. 
Later in 
the afternoon the remains were taken to 
the home of the parent, Mr, and Mrs. 
Frank Snyder in North-west Shfelbina. 
The news of the death was a great shock 
to the father and mother, who were sick 
at the time, the brother and sister, frienf^s 
and in fact the whole community. 
The 
father and mother were unable to attend 
the funeral services, which madeitall the 
harder for them. 
He had been in the 
employ of the telephone company for foui 
or five years and was a'favorite among 
them.

Blaze. 


J S S PUCED AT $1,250,000 


Fed by Exploding Tanks of Gasoline 


and Benzine, Flames Gave Firemen 


a Hard Fight. 


Fanned by a strong wind, fire in the 
plant of the Union 
Petroleum 
com 
pany, at "Water and Mifilin streets, in 
Philadelphia, completely destroyed a 
city block. 


The fire caused damage estimated at 
11,250,000, and for a time threatened 
to completely wipe out more of that 
section of die city. 
The firemen only 
gained control of the conflagration af 
ter a third of the city's 
fire 
fighting 
forces 
had 
made a stubborn 
fight 
against burning grease and oils. 
The 
fire was discovered by Charles Ward, 
a chaniïeur. 


Besides the plant of the Union Pe- 
troleum 
company, the 
Niles-Bemeut- 
Pond company's 
crane 
works, 
the 
Hohmer Brass works and O'Donneirs 
barrel works were completely destroy 
ed. Explosion after explosion rent the 
air as tanks filled with oil caught fire. 
All the tanks except twelve In the 
yards of the Union Petroleum company 
were destroyed. 


One 
fireman 
was so badly Injured 
that he will probably die, and many 
suffered minor outs and burns, causeil 
by burning oil carried through the air 
by the high wind, 
Joseph Fahey, ol 
Engine company 32. was standing on 
a ladder on the Mifilin street side ol 
the fire when one of the tanks explod- 
ed. Fahey was hurled to the ground, 
and it waB necessary to take him to 
the Pennsylvania hospital, where it Is 
said he might die. 


The fire started from a spark mad( 
by an emery wheel on which a man 
in the Union 
Petroleum 
company's 
plant was sharpening a knife. The fire 
spread with lightning-like rapidity and 
before the first engine arrived the en- 
tire place was in flames. Four alarms 
brought 
eighteen fire companies ta 
the scene, together with Director ol 
Public Safety Porter and Superintend- 
ent of Police Robinson, who ordered 
250 policemen and all members ol the 
police school, 107 In number, to estab- 
lish fire lines two blocks away. 


As soon as the firemen arrived the^i 
realized 
that It was 
impossible to 
save the Union company's plant and 
devoted their energies to keepini^ the 
fire from spreading. 


Fifty 
dwellings on Water 
street, 
just across from the fire, wore men- 
aced by the 
flames 
and the 
police 
drove out all who lived in the houses 
and roped off the square. 


The Union ^Çetroleum company had 
eighty tanks in its building, each con- 
taining 500 barrels of oil, besides 500 
drums, each containing fifty gallons. 
All of this oil, with fourteen tanks \r, 
the yard, which held 80,000 gallons 
each, were burned after flrst explod 
ing. 


The heat was so intense 
at 
thii 
point that the men frequently had tc 
130 drenched w^m^ water from the fire 
hose to er 
lo remain at theii 


task.

was 
broken. The wuiche-o saw the wingt 
of the monoplane s'.iddenly double up 
The jnaeMne at once but kled a-nd fell 
into a group of tVees. 


Cody's niunopla;ie fell from a height 
of 200 feet and was so broken up that 
•it v/as imposbible to tell what 
had 
caused the accident. 


'^Colonel" S. F. Cody was born an 
American, but in inu9 took out nat 
uralization papers as a British citizen 
in order that he might retain his con 
nection with the British war depart 
ment in the development of the aerial 
corps of the army.

by King George in a message of con 
gratulation upon his

in 1912 
The 
king apparently

Cody declared that as the king had 
addressed him as "Colonel" her woyld 
retain the title.

Most barbarians, judged by modern 
standards, were anything but cleanly 
In their personal habits. 
In England, 
France and Germany bathing was an 
almost unknown custom until after 
the crusades. 
The pilgrims from the 
east brought home Avith them ideas of 
the bath as help In the treatment of 
disease, and bathrooms 
were 
grad- 
ually 
Introduced Into the hospitals. 
From the hospitals the Idea of bath- 
ing spread 
generally. 
People 
who 
had been treated there saw the value 
of keeping the body clean In order to 
resist disease. 


By the fifteenth century there was 
scarcely 
a large city that 
did 
not 
possess well patronized public bath- 
ing establishments, although it 
was 
not until the seventeenth century that 
the Turkish bath was introduced, and 
not until the eighteenth century that 
sea bathing, so common among the 
American Indians, was tried 
experi- 
mentally. 


Why Saturday was chosen as bath- 
ing time is not diillcult to imagine. 
On Sunday everybody "was compelled 
to go to church, whether he would or 
not. 
As the Moslem 
in 
the 
east 
bathed before entering the mosque, so 
did the medieval man before entering 
his church, only he must take 
his 
bath on Saturday afternoon In order 
to be clean the following day. 
There 
was even a distribution of baih money 
to the children whose parents were 
unable to pay for their baths. 


With the introduction of machinery 
and the rise of a capitalistic class, the 
old common laws of the lands regard; 
Ing labor came to be neglected. 
The 
craft guilds were abolished by law 
and their property confiscated. 
Com- 
bination of workmen in any form In 
England 
was prohibited until 
1781, 
when it became legalized again. 
In 
England industrial conditions during 
the latter part of the eighteenth cen* 
tury became 
deplorable. 
Even 
the 
little children worked from five Jn the 
morning until nine at night. 
In these 
working days of 12, 15 and 18 hours, 
the Saturday half holiday was forgot- 
ten. only to be revived after many 
years had passed. 


Certain states and cities have legis- 
lated in favor of a Saturday half holl« 
day. 
This is true in New York, New 
Jersey. Pennsylvania; Maryland, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, in the city of New 
Orleans and in New Castle county, 
Delaware.

G R U E L S FOR T H E 
I N V A L I D .

Gruels are cooked mixtures of flour 
and grains with water or milk. 
The 
milk should not be added until the 
gruel is thoroughly cooked. 


The important point to ramember In 
preparing gr-uels is that a long time is 
needed to soften and 
dissolve 
the 
starch of the grains, which Is not eas- 
ily digested unless well cooked. 


Gruels should be taken slowly, in 
order to allow the saliva to act upon 
the starch and be thoroughly mixed in 
the mouth. 


Cracker Gruel,—Mix together four 
tablespoonfuls of fine sifted cracker 
crumbs, a teaspoonful of sugar and a 
teasponful of salt; cook with a cup of 
boiling water for two minutes, then 
add a cup of milk. 
Serve 
without 
straining. 
This gruel may be more 
palatable to some If the sugar is omit- 
ted. 


Indian Meal Gruel.—Blend a 
table- 
spoonful of Indian meal, a half table- 
spoonful of flour, a fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
cold water and a cup and a half of 
boiling water. Boll on the back of the 
stove an houh and a half. Dilute with 
milk or cream. 
Strain and serve. 


Oatmeal Gruel.—Pound or grind a 
half cup of oatmeal, put into a tumbler 
and fill It with water. 
Stir and pour 
off the mealy water into a saucepan. 
Fill the tumbler again, stir and pour 
off, and repeat as long as the water 
looks milky. Set the sauce pan on the 
back of the stove and let the mixture 
simmer for an hour, or cook in a 
double boiler two hours. 
Strain, sea- 
son with salt and serve. 
Thin wltk 
milk or cream, if too thick.

The firm does about 
$1.000.000 
a 
year business and enjoys an enviable 
standing for integrity and reliability. 
The jailbird proprietor has an inti- 
mate acquaintance with every notori- 
ous criminal in Sing 
Sing 
prison, 
gained while he was doing time as a 
fellow prisoner. 
He always hires his 
employes direct from prison cells as 
they are about to be paroled. 


This is what a business rival said 
of him; 
"He is far more honest than 
most men who have never seen a 
jail. I never question his word. 
It Is 
as good as his bond, and I should be 
fcatlsfled to transact any business, no 
matter how large, with him on his 
verbal agreement." 


This Is what the employer says of 
his thirty ex-convict ofllce employes: 


"I have employed several hundred 
at various times, and I have never 
had one go back on me. 
These con- 
victs have proven 100 per cent, hon- 
est." 


Found Guilty of Fraud. 


For obvious reasons the name of 
/his convict-manufacturer Is withheld, 
though he makes no secret of his own 
Iife-3tory. 
Briefly, ten years ago he 
was accused of taking part In a con- 
spiracy to defraud, 
was tried 
and 
found guilty. 
For a long time the 
case hung on the records, but 
finally 
he was sent to Sing Sing on a fifteen 
months' sentence, which he served. 


It was what he saw 
there 
that 
caused him to start his unique employ- 
ment shop for ex-convlcts. 
While liv- 
ing with two other men In a cell, three 
feet six Inches by seven feet, with the 
water reeking and dripping down the 
stone walls of the century-old hell- 
hole, he developed some radical Ideas 
on the present-day theory of prisons 
and prisoners. 


He had am,9le. opportunity to study 
the civilization that openly tolerates 
the throwing oi men, who have made 
a single slip, Into one of those three- 
by-seven cells, with a pair of the low- 
est, most hardened, degenerate crooks 
that can be found for companions. He 
formed opinions as to whether a year 
or two of life In these cells with the 
dregs of human degeneracy for cotq-

Knows Convict« Intimately. 


He studied the men and their en- 
vironment, and worked out the reault 
of the combination.

Idea of tlio advantago to youthful con- 
victs of having cocaine and morphine 
smuggled In to them by keepers a lot 
more crooked than tho prisoners they 
guarded. 
He formed sonio 
Impres- 
sions of whether tho prerogative of a 
prison is to reform or create crimin- 
als, and he got to know that even a 
man with 
sentence at his back 


Is a human Ijolng, 


These things were what made him 
determine to spend the rest of his bus- 
iness days—when he got out hlmself- 
helplng '^the boys/' as he calls thpm, 
get a start despite the prison which 
keeps many of 
them crooked. 
He 
found that a man out on parole nc^ed- 
ed two things, principally- encourage- 
ment, and a chance to make an hon- 
est living. 
And he dotermined 
that 
so long as it was In his power he 
would provide those dual requisites.

Says It Does Not Reform. 


"An investigation of Sing 
Sing's 
1,600 convicts *wlU show any fair- 
minded man that the penal system of 
today does not reform criminals or 
benefit society/' said the president of 
that unique company. 
He Is a tall, 
wide-shouldered, 
black-haired, 
ear- 
nest-faced man. 
One 
needs 
but 
to 
look at him and talk with him to dis- 
cover there was a blunder somewhere. * 


"Yes; I have taken all my office 
force from Sing Sing and Elmlra. 
I 
find 
them 
good, 
efilclent, 
earnest 
workers. 
Do I have any fear of em- 
ploying them direct from a cell? 
No; 
of course, not. I know them, and they 
know me. 
We understand each other. 
Some of them were up there when I 
was. We got to know each other, and 
I could pick my men. 
I never have 
employed one that 
has 
not 
proved 
himself reliable. 


"I suppose I receive several hun- 
dred applications for jobs from Sing 
Sing yearly. 
I Investigate them all. 
If I haven't a place I find other work 
for them. 
Not long ago I got a man 
out of his cell into a bank down town. 
He's doing well and they know his 
story and trust him. 


Giving All a "Chance." 


"You see. 1 took up this work after 
seeing what sort of a chance the boys 
at Sing Sing had. It was pretty plain 
they needed help when they got out. 
Nobody wants to employ a convict, as 
a rule, and If you're going to keep a 
man who has committed crime from 
going back to it when he gets out of 
jail, you must show him the world 
hasn't lost all faith in him. If he sees 
it has, and can't get a job, and hears 
his babies crying at home 
because 
they're hungry, he's 
going 
to feed 
them.' And if he can't do it honestly, 
he'll do It the other way. 


"What they need Is a chance—the 
feeling they aren't blacklisted for life 
just becausfe they've fallen, and some 
one to encourage them. That's what I 
try to give them! 


"I found how It was myself, first 
hand. 
Remember that! 
I had money 
and a big business when I came out. 
but I had that blacklist bugaboo 
to 
face and I needed some one to encour- 
age me. 
If a man doesn't get that Its 
back to the old game, or—tho river, 
generally. 


Best Way to Put Down Crime. 
"If people only would realize these 
boys are not so bad as they're painted 
—I mean the first time men who've 
made a mistake. 
Just one little mis- 
take's enough, you know. 
It 
would 
make a lot of difference if somebody'd 
help them out when they first get pa- 
roled. I know of no better way of cut- 
ting 
down 
crime than 
helping 
the 
criminals to quit it. 


"You see, I've got faith 
in human 
beings. 
A man's 
naturally 
honest. 
But let me give you an example of 
how the prison system helps them to 
be dishonest! 
In one of those three- 
by-seven cells, when I was up there, 
were two men. 
One was an old-time 
safe cracker doing a long 'bit/ 
He 
was hard as nails—mean and crooked 
to the soul, and cruel. The other was

Into that cell, occupied by these 
two men, was put a young fellow who 
had been caught trying to steal a 
diamond from a jeweler. 
He had tried 
to steal it because his mother was dy- 
ing of consumption, and he wanted 
money to get delicacies for her, and 
he didn't have a job. 
For two years 
he was scheduled to spend fourteen 
hours a day In that cell with those 
other men. 
Can you imagine 
what 
ho will be when he comes out? 


"Dope" Their Worst Failing. 


"They sell dope. too. and If a man 
Isn't a fiend when he goes In, It is 
likely he will be when he comes ouL 
Naturally, In running my business, L 
have to avoid the dope fiends. I can- 
not employ them. 
Their place Is In a 
hospital, not in prison. 


"I have a letter today from a boy 
In Sing Sing. He is in a cell with two 
cocaine fiends. He is a first offender, 
and does not even smoke or 
drink. 
He must spend three years with hla 
drug-crazed companions. 


"Sing Sing Is merely a cesspool of 
humanity, 
where 
contamination 
Is 
spread to every person that enters. 
And yet our civilization tolerates such 
conditions.

John Lind Arrives In Mexican Capital 


arrd Starts Conferences With Charge 
•'Affaires. 
President Wilson let it be known 
t h z i be was inclined to believe there 
was an organized 
desire—proceeding 
»from 
sources 
unkno\Yii to bim—to 
bring" ou a war between tbe United 
States and Mexico, 


Tlie president does not regard tbe 
movement as dxtensive, but as very 
troublesome, and referred to misrep- 
resentations in some individual news- 
papers. He indicated tbat he shared 
somewhat tbe views of Senator John 
Sharp Williams, who declared in the 
senate on Saturday tliat an organized 
lobby existed to involve the United 
States in war. 


There is no occasion for alarm, in 
the opinion of the president, who told 
his callers that within the last forty- 
eight hours the Mexican situation had 
improved •»r^nterially. It was made clear 
by the pret^idcnt t.iat the instructions 
to John Lind, his personal representa- 
tive, who has .arrived in Mexico City, 
were chiefly to inform the American 
government how things stood gener- 
ally in Mexico and just what were the 
opportunities for the good offices of 
the United States in the interests of 
peace. 


Sooner or later, it was pointed out, 
Lind will make certain suggeat-lons to 
the Huerta government through the 
American embassy, but in just what 
circumstances has not been determin- 
ed upon. Anything in the suggestions 
that properly may be made public will 
bo revealed, according to administra- 
tion officiels in Washington, and for- 
eign governments will be constantly 
apprised of the various steps 
taken 
by the United States. This may not 
take place for several days. 


The 
president bas had no direct 
communication either with the Huerta 
government or the Constitutionalists, 
and he indicated to his callers that he 
would 
welcome 
more 
information 
about the purpose of the Constitution- 
alists. 


It was learned also that the presi- 
dent has not formally considered re- 
cognition of the belligerency of the 
Constitutionalists, hut that, insofar as 
territory alone ip concerned, he re- 
garded >that held by the Constitutl^nv 
alists as strong enough In proportion 
to that controlled by the Huerta gov 
emment to make recognition of the 
Constitutionalists not wholly unjusli- 
liable from a diplomatic standpoint. 


With Lind safely In a suite at the 
Hotel Lascurain, Mexico City, where 
he is under the direct protection of 
the American embassy, state depart- 
ment officials breathed easier, for they 
considered 
that the 
most 
perilous 
stage of Lind's jnission has now been 
passed. 


It was feared that Huerta 
would 
either bar Lind from landing at Vera 
Cruz or would provide such slight pro- 
tection that he might 
be 
assaulted 
with impunity. Neither of these fears 
•proved to be Justified and the only ac- 
tion of Huerta now expected 
against 
.the United States that he might de- 
port Mr. Lind after he receives the 
Jater's massage from President Wilson.

A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an amendment to section three 
of article eight of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania (If the Senate concur). 
That ihe following Is proposed as an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. In ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the eight- 
eenth article thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section three of arti- 
cle' eight, which reads as follows: "All 
judges 
elected by the electors of the 
Stato at large may be elected at either 
a general or municipal election, as cir- 
cumstances may require.

tions for judges of tho courts for the 
several 
judicial 
dlstilcts, 
and for the 
county, city. ward, borough, and town- 
ship oillcers, for regular terms of serv- 
ice, shall be. held on the municipal elec- 
tion day: namely, the Tuesday next fol- 
lowing the ilrst Monday of November In 
each odd-numbered year, but the General 
Assembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
liouso consenting thereto: 
Provided, That 
such elections shall always be held In an 
odd-numbered year." .so as to read: 


Section 3. All Judges elected by the 
electors of the State at large may be 
elected at either a genera) or municipal 
election, as clreumstancos mny require. 
All elections for lunges of the courts for 
the 
several 
ludlclal 
districts, 
and for 
county, city, ward, borough, and town- 
ship oillcers, for regular terms of service, 
shall bo held on the -Tnunlclpal election 
day; namely, the Tuesday next following 
the first Monday of November In each 
odd-numbered year, but «the General As- 
sembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all tho members of each 
House consenting thereto: Provided, That 
such elections shall bo held in an odd- 
numbered year: Provided further. That all 
judges for the courts of the several judi- 
cial districts holding ofllce at the present 
time, whose terms of ofllce may end In an 
odd-numbered year, shall continue to hold 
their ollices until the first Monday of 
January In the next 
succeeding 
even- 
numbered year.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one 
of article nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, relating to taxation. 
Section 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 
and House of liepresentatlves of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania In General 
Assembly met, That the following Is pro- 
posed as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia, In accordance with tho provisions of 
tho eighteenth article thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section one of article 
nine of tho Constitution of Pennsylvania, 
which reads as follows: 


"All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri- 
torial Ihnlts of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall bo levied and collected un- 
der general laws; but the General Assem- 
bly may, by general laws, exempt from 
taxation public property used for public 
purjjoses, actual places of religious wor 
ship, places of burial not used or held for 
private or corporate profit, and Institu- 
tions of purely public charity," so as to 
read as follows: 


All taxes shall be uniform upon the same 
class of subjects, 
within tho territorial 
limits of the authorliy levying the tax, 
and shall be levied and colltcted 
under 
general laws, and the subjects of taxa- 
llun may be classltied for the purpose of 
laying graded or progressive taxes; but 
the General Assembly may. by general

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The Comtniflsione.s of Adams County 
met the Assessors of the several election 
districts of the County on Monday, Au- 
gust 11, and gave instructions for the 
Party Enrollment of Voters in accordance 
with an Act of Assembly recently approv- 
ed by the Governor. 


The Coramiesioners have ruled that 
in order to guarantee to every elec tor, 
who declares his poitica, the privileKes of 
the Primary Election provided for in the 
Act, he will be required to sign an En- 
rollment Certificate setting forth his Par- 
ty preference. 


A verbal declaration on the part of 
the Elector, in the ruling of the Commis- 
sioners, does not fully guarantee the 
rights of Elector, nor does it protect the 
Assessor, the Commiesioners' office or the 
Election Board against disputes that may 
arise over errors in Registries and Check 
Lists. 


An Elector will not be denied a vote 
at the November Election, if he refuses 
to declare his Politics to the Assessor, 
but he will not be entitled to vote a par- 
tisan ballot at the Primary Election.
